An exploitation in new lines of ag- 
riculture has been tried at Perris this 
year with a fair measure of success. 
The Pennsylvania Macaroni company 
of Pittsburgh, a wholesale concern, 
this season leased the 200-acre ranch 
in Perris Valley known as the Moun- 
tain Valley Rancho upon which to 
raise lettuce. The land was planted 
and favorable. weather conditions 
brought the lettuce to early maturity. 
About twelve cara of choice quality 
stuff were shipped to New York and 
other eastern. markets where it 
brought a fancy price. Then Imperial 
Valley and other sections began pour- 
inig their lettuce on the market at a 
price that would not justify harvest- 
ing. The crop was held back for a 
better price that did ‘not’ come. ; 

The old frame building at Napa, in

All Floating Dangers 
Philadelphia, Pa.—While seas quiet- 
ly lap the shares of the wortd, a vigi- 
lant. maritime patrol, unknown to 
most “landlubbers,” buatly stalks the 
silent but treacherous foes te con, 
mercial shipping. -: 

Teebergs, floating debris, tana abut-: 
ments, drifting buoys, derelicts and 
opaque fogs are constant menaces to 
navigation against which war must 
be waged. The nerve center of opera- 
tions the world over is the hydro: 
graphic office of the Navy department. 

This bureaw tries first-of ‘all to keep, 
a- finger on the whereabouts of all 
dangers.to shipping about which it is 
Imperative, in safety’s- cause, to- know, 
An elaborate intelligence service, en- 
listing co-operation of - hydrographic 
services of other countries, assists the 
bureau to chart known impediments 
to water -trafic.and..send.out..warn- 
ings. 

Constant communication with ships 
at sea, advising them of newly sighted 
derelicts; rafts and other things, Is 
maintained. The bureau supplies ‘all 
navigators with information and asks 
thelr reciprocation by advising of the 
longitude and latitude of icebergs 
and other straylings. It immediately 
disseminates the newe over all ocean 
highways. 

Meanwhile the navy and coast 
guard annihilation squadrons are no- 
tified and patrols sent to visit the 
scenes of drifters and remove them. 


Animals Well Treated 


in Rail Transportation 

Washington.—Animals being taken 
to market: for slaughter. are now trent- 
ed better than ever before, according 
to the Agricultural department, 

A decided decrease in. violations of 
the 28-hour law, which prohibits con- 
finement of, animala in cars longer 
than that period without -food, water 
and ‘rest, was announced by the gov- 
ernment.
